WASHINGTON, April 3 (AP)}— 
Secretary of the Treasury Snyder 
said today that if Congress votes 
a 10 billion dollar tax increase now 


it may not be necessary to ask | 


for any more next year. 

He had previously said the 10 
billion dollars would suffice at 
least until January. 


Snyder, former St. Louis bank- 
er, told a press conference today 
the budget for fiscal 1952, begin- 
ning next July 1, has a good 
chance of being balanced—barring 
a major change in the defense 
situation—if Congress promptly 
passes the 10 billion dollar tax In- 
crease proposal. 

He said he would ask Congress 
for further tax hikes next January 
only if the budget picture changes 
so much that it looks then as 
though high revenues will be re- 
quired to keep the Government 
out of the red. ° 

These comments appear to be 
even. more optimistic, and to go 
somewhat farther, than the treas- 
ury chief's testimony yesterday 
before the House Ways And 
Means Committee.

that seek to destroy them,” he 
continued. 

Mentions Sacrifices. 

“This is a hard task. It is not 
one that we ask for.

strength of 63 divisions, the 
greatest of any period of the Ko- 
rean campaign.” The communi- 
que pointed to two “compensat- 
ing factors” in the Communist 
threat: The Reds’ limited supply 
capacity and the vulnerability of 
their supply lines. 
The big jet air battle was 
fought—at altitudes from 37,000 
feet down to 8000—south of the 
Yalu river near the Manchurian 
border. Twenty-five American 
F-80 Shooting Stars tangled with 
30 to 40 MIGs, marked on the 
wings with red stars. When the 
F-80s, low on fuel, headed for 
home, United States Saber jets 
roared into battle and chased the 
Russian-type jets back into Man- 
churia. It was the F-86 Saber jets 
that scored against the MIGs. 
Credit For Planes. 
Capt. James Jabara, Wichita, 
Kan., was credited with destroy- 
ing one MIG and damaging an- 
other. The second enemy jet was 
destroyed by Maj. Ben. H. Em- 
mert Jr., Phoenix, Ariz. Credit 
for destroying the third enemy 
plane was shared by Lt. William 
B. Yancey, Highland Falls, N. Y., 
and Second Lt. Roy W. McLain, 
Endicott, N. Y. 
Other Allied warplanes hit road 
and rail traffic, tunnels and 
bridges of the Red Korean sup- 
ply network. More than 280 
sorties were flown by noon Tues- 
day. Fifty vehicles were report- 
ed knocked out. 
Thirty-four B-29 medium bomb- 
ers plastered Pyongyang, Red 
Korean capital and supply base, 
and the east coast port of Ham- 
hung. 
On the central front, American, 
Greek and Thai (Siamese) troops 
climaxed two days of heavy fight- 
ing by winning a high ridgeline 
north of Chunchon and one mile 
south of the thirty-eighth parallel. 
From the ridge they looked into 
Red Korean territory where the 
Communists are massing hun- 
dreds of thousands of battle-ready 
soldiers. 
Chinese and North Korean 
‘Communists screening the big 
Red buildup pounded the Allied 
soldiers with mortar and artillery 


(Rep.), | fire. 


Intelligence sources placed the 
Communist buildup on the cen- 
tral front at 441,000 or more 
troops. Many are fresh or well- 
rested. They may be backed by 
twice that many rear-echelon 
troops. 

A Chinese division at full 
strength numbers about 10,000 
men. North “Korean divisions 
ranged from 4000 to 8000 men. 
The 63 Communist’ divisions 
probably are less than full 
strength. 

Red Trucks Clog Roads. 

Communist trucks and carts 
clogged North Korean roads. 
More than 2000 vehicles were 
spotted moving over the Commu- 
nist supply lines Monday night. 
The Reds are moving most of 
their men, and equipment under 
‘cover of darkness. 

United States Eighth Army 
|headquarters reported only 335 
Communist troops. killed or 


within 
yards of the front lines. 

In Korea, the supreme com- 
mander was met by Lt. Gen. 
Matthew B. Ridgway, United 
States Eighth Army commander, 
and Lt. Gen. Chung Il Kwan, 
chief of staff of the ROK army.

othy, owns 14,000 shares of West- 
ern Union Telegraph Co. stock. 
Their holdings are valued today 
at approximately $575,000. Mo- 
lasky is also head of Pierce Build- 
ing News Co., distributors of mag- 
azines and racing “scratch sheets.” 

In a voluntary appearance be- 
fore the Senate Crime Committee 
last June, Molasky told the com- 
mittee his large stock holding in 
Western Union “has no bearing 
whatsoever, and is in no wise the 
result of my financial interest in 
Pioneer.” , 

Molasky said he first bought 
Western Union stock in 1937, then 
sold it and owned no shares from 
1943 to 1946. He bought Western 
Union stock in 1946, he said, after 
reading “a form letter’ telling of 
contemplated improvements, and 
making a trip to New York to in- 
vestigate. At no time did he dis- 
cuss with officers of Western Un- 
ion the use of their facilities by 
Pioneer “or any other wire serv- 
ice,” he testified. 

Split by Brown, Owen. 

Pioneer News Service was the 
business of the late Clarence 
(Gully) Owen and the late Paul 
(Bev) Brown, who split in 1946, 
at the time the Capone syndicate 
made its big move to monopolize 
the racing wire service. Brown 
became manager of Reliable News 
Service, set up by the Capone 
syndicate in East St. Louis. His 
associates were Frank (Buster) 
Wortman, Elmer Dowling and the 
late Frank (Cotton) Eppelsheimer. 
Wortman is the Capone mob’s lo- 
cal representative. 

Reliable was liquidated in 1948, 
about the time Owen died, and 
Bev Brown reappeared in Pioneer 
with his son, William Brown. The 
son, who became head of Pidéneer 
followirfg his father’s death, told 
the crime committee he owns 
52% shares of Pioneer stock and 
his mother owns 12% shares. 

Phones Out Last Year. 

Pioneer lost its 19 telephones, 
used to transmit race results to 
its bookmaker customers, last 
year. The phones were ordered 
removed by Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co. after Pioneer put 
up a long legal fight, which in-

NIGHT RIDERS SEIZE 
NEGRO IN FLORIDA, 
BEAT HIM TO DEATH 


WINTER GARDEN, Fila., April 
3 (UP) — A Negro was fatally 
beaten last Wednesday night by 
night riders who may have mis- 
taken him for someone else. 
The attack did not come to 

light until last night. Sheriff 
Dave Starr disclosed that four 
unmasked white men invaded a 
house, drove 26-year-old Melvin 
, Womack into an orange grove 
‘near this central Florida town, 
and battered him on the head, 
apparently with a pistol butt. 
Womack died Saturday. 

Officers and others said 
Womack, a citrus grove worker, 
was not a troublemaker and did 


not have any known e nemies. 


Constable Carl Sanders recalled 
that another Negro had been 
beaten on the street by four or 
five whfte men about two months 
ago. He said Coleman lived just 
/ two or three blocks from Womack 
and that the night riders might 
have gone to the wrong house. 

The kidnaping was reported by 
Pauline and Dora Mosby, with 
whom Womack boarded. They 
failed to recognize any of the 
night riders and Womack himself 
told Coroner C. M. Tucker before 
he died that “I don’t know who 
did it and I don’t know why.”

ers of cloth. The uniform is com- 
pleted with the Navy’s new Tub 
ber insulated boots.

OW strong are the armies of Red Russia and Red China, the 
two big countries joined in the bonds of Communism? How 
many men have they in uniform? How are they trained? What 


is their equipment? What is their threat, on the scales of war-making 


power, to the world’s democracies? 

The .Chicago Daily News-Post- 
Dispatch Service is able to pre- 
sent here, from material gathered 
by the intelligence services of the 
British War Office, a revealing 
behind-the-curtains picture. 

In brief, it is this: 

Russia and China have com- 
bined fighting forces of more 
than 8,000,000 men, of whom 
5,300,000 are in their armies. 


Soldiers in both armies, are 
much more rigorously trained 
than are the democracies’ men. 
They serve longer, they are fed 
less; they are made tough and 
resourceful. 

The Soviet armed forces total 
more than 4,000,000 men. This 

‘ total includes the Army, Navy, 
Air Force and the troops ef two 
government agencies, The Min- 
istries of Internal Affairs and 
of State Security. 

The Russian army numbers 
2,800,000, or 175 Divisions. 


Ivan begins his military train- 
ing at the age of 15. He joins the 
“voluntary society for co-opera- 
tion with the army,” or Dosarm, 
which is something like a national 
guard. The “voluntary” part of 
the name is a joke. Dosarm trains 
the youths in drill, musketry, ve- 
hicle driving, motorcycle riding, 
operation of radios and phones, 
parachuting and guerrilla war- 
fare. 

Then Ivan is ready for the 
Army. Under the _ conscription 
law, a private serves two years 
and a non-commissioned officer 
three years. 

‘This tenure apparently has 
been lengthened secretly, because 
the latest privates released served 
from four to five years and some 
specialists were retained longer. 

Virtually all commissioned of- 
ficers must remain in uniform 
until they reach the retirement 
age unless they become “political- 
ly decomposed,” prove to be in- 
dustrial experts or are disabled. 

Communist Propaganda. 

The Soviet soldier's day is 
long, from 16% to 17% hours. 
He not only undergoes rigid 
training but spends time absorb- 
ing Communist propaganda. 


Rations are very simple. Meals 
consist mainly of soup, dotted 
with a little meat or fish, and 
bread. The soldier also gets a 
meager handout of coarse tobac- 
co. Officers can buy some extra 
food at special state shops. 

The scanty meals do not cause 
discontent, because the Russian 
civilians have never eaten very 
well. 

The private is paid about 25 
cents a day. Officers do much 
better, even under Communism. 
For example, a major general in 
occupied Europe appears to re- 
ceive $19,600 a year. 

Investment in State Loans. 


Out of their earnings, all must 
contribute one month’s pay a 
year (and sometimes two months 
pay) to “state loans.” These Joans 
are described as a kind of com- 
pulsory saving, but the soldiers 
regard them as a tax. In addition, 
the soldiers are expected to con- 
tribute to notable state projects, 
such as a birthday present for 
Stalin. 

There are no marriage allow- 
ances, and no allowances for fam- 
ilies unless they are extra large. 
The married soldier must pay 
a special tax if he has fewer than 
three children. 

Better Off Than Civilian. 

The Russian soldier, however, 
feels he is well off when he com- 

ares his pay with a man’s earn- 
ngs of, say, $5.60 a day back in 
town. (In Moscow, black bread 
costs 1844 cents a-pound, sugar 
$1.40, butter $4.20, tea $20, a 
winter overcoat $210, a pair of 
shoes $53 to $150.) 

So Ivan doesn’t complain. Even 
if he wanted to, he would be 
afraid, because informers would 
turn him in for punishment. Elab- 
orate spy systems operate to de- 
mnounce the faintest grumblers. 

Discipline is strict and punish- 
ment severe. For going AWOL, 
offenders have been sentenced to 
as much as 23 years in Siberia. 
A sergeant who lost his pistol got 
four years at hard labor. A sol- 
dier who merely talked to a civil- 
jan about his outfit was sent away 
for 10 years. 

The average Russian soldier is

But soldiers in the regular | 
army have one “break’”—each is 
given'a plot of land in his home 
village to be worked by his fam- 
ily or somebody chosen by a vil- 
lage committee. 


Meager Rations of Soldier. 
There is no pampering. Mostly 


it is a grim, rugged existence in 
the Chinese Red army. The sol- 
dier does not get a furlough on 
schedule. The officer has few, if 
any, privileges; he does not even 
wear a badge of rank to exert 
authority. 


Pvt. Ling-lo lives on the most 


meager rations. All he needs is 


little sice or flour and a few 


vegetables. Much of this food is 
confiscated from the area of op- 
erations. Hence, the Chinese are 
far less dependent on supply 
trains than is the richly provided 
American force and can afford to 
pay less attention to its commu- 
nication lines to the rear. 


As in the Russian army, the 


Chinese politician is powerful. 
The Communist party has mem- 
bers in the smallest units. 
the larger formations, 
commissioners sit with the com- 
manders. The political commis- 
sioners can approve or reject any 
plans of the military commanders 
for campaigns.

_ bridges are newly chambered, 
to be blown up again if need 
arises. The British, French and 
American occupation forces are

fend the Rhine line against the 
armies of the Soviet empire. Re- 
inforcements for this purpose are 
already moving into Germany. 
There is only one defect in this 
picture of active preparation. ' 


In plain language, even if Ger- 
many is to be abandoned to a 
second devastation, the rest of 
Western Europe cannot be really 
successfully defended on the line 
of the Rhine in this age of the 
new weapons. 


A Stopgap Measure. 


This central fact, admitted by 
every general staff in Europe, 
transforms everything that is be- 
ing done now into a makeshift 
and a stopgap. Furthermore, 
every general staff in Europe, 
conspicuously including the 
French, also firmly agrees that a 
substantial German contribution 
is needed for the more advanced 
and sounder western defense on 
the Elbe line. 

These unpleasant truths in 
turn explain why a single ques- 
tion new dominates the Euro- 
pean scene. Do the Western 
Europeans really want to de- 
fend themselves enough to make 
the heavy effort to rebuild their 
power, and meanwhile to defy 

Soviet menaces and threats 
intended to deter them from 
this vital task? 

The question ultimately turns 
on the problem of the German 
contribution, which is essential 
to complete a solid western de 
fense.

Program for America 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The West is now building up its unity 
and strength as a necessary condition 
for its security and peace. It can, how- 
ever, achieve its goal only if it will be 
guided by patient wisdom and a sus- 
tained long-range view, and not by fear. 

The defense of Europe must have a 
primary place in our strategy. Its tech- 
nical resources must not fall into the 
hands of any potential enemy. There is 
no likelihood that Communism will tri- 
umph in Europe, with its old traditions 
of liberty and its social consolidation, 
except by military aggression. 

Nothing would expose the West more 
to the horrors of Soviet imperialism 
than a military involvement in the end- 
less vastness of Asia. We face in Asia 
a deep-seated social and national revo- 
lution with its own dynamism, which 
Communism did not create but which it 
is eager to exploit. 

Communism claims that it offers the 
only pene to solve the economic and 
social problems of Asia. The people of 
Asia, however, are not yet committed. 
We must be careful that our actions 
will not appear to confirm Communist 

opaganda about our alleged imperial- 

t aims. We must show by our deeds 
that we do earnestly intend to co-oper- 
ate with the Asians, according to their 
own wishes and within the framework 
of the United Nations, to fight misery 
and to preserve international order. 


The immediate testing ground of our 
intentions in Asia is Korea, and the 
handling of the Korean situation de- 
mands far-sighted statesmanship. The 
first step should be the conclusion of 
an armistice which preserves the terri- 
torial integrity of South Korea. Upon 
the cessation of hostilities, the United 
States should not block the seating in 
the United Nations of a delegation 
which represents the de facto govern- 
ment of China. 

The armistice will also give the Unit- 
ed Nations as well as the United States 
an opportunity to regain their full 
prestige in Asia by saving the Koreans 
from the prolonged misery of death and 
destruction. In Korea the United Na- 
tions can set a model for constructive 
work to be done in lands where the 
standards of health and housing, nutri- 
tion and production are low. 

Whatever is done to preserve peace, 
United States policy should be Carried 
on in a spirit of eo-operation and of 
equality with our friends and allies. 
America should not run the risk of 
becoming morally isolated. Belief:in 
the inevitability of war, and suggestions 
for a preventive war growing out of 
impatience, lower our prestige among 
our friends. 

Apart from the human tragedies in- 
volved, even victorious wars can be 
disastrous in their unforeseeable conse- 
quences. In a tense world in which 
everybody fears a new war, diplomacy 
must regain its flexibility to work out a 
modus vivendi, the civilized alternative 
to the shortcut of war. Only such a 
modus vivendi maintained over a con- 
siderable tirhe can bring about a grad- 
ual lessening of fears.

St. Louis has an official City Plan Commis- 
sion now but before there was one Luther Smith 
was chairman of the voluntary Citizens’ Plan 
Commission which brought Harland Barthclo- 
mew to the community 35 years ago. That was 
only one of many instances of anticipating com- 
munity needs and moving out to meet them. 
The Open-Air Playground Committee of a Melf 
century ago, the Pageant-Masque of 1914 in

Secretary Snyder still has a good case for 
a first round increase this year. According to 
revised estimates, the deficit for the fiscal year 
beginning next July will be 1344 billions, a total 
which "would be only partially offset by the 
expected 3 billion surplus for this year.

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Don’t the Cities Care? 


When the State Senatorial Redistricting Com- 
mission held a public hearing last month, no- 
body representing the public appeared. This 
commission will hold another hearing on April 
16. and St. Louis, St..Louis county ahd Kansas 
City ought to have somebody present to de- 
fend them. 

The two large urban areas include nearly 
half the state’s population, yet they have only 
3& per cent 
The rural areas dominate that chamber. Though 
they have been losing population to the cities 
for years, the less populous may continue their 
unjustified grasp on political power. ss 

Under’ the 1950 census, the ideal number of 
citizens in each of the 34 senatorial districts 
would be 116,000. The urban districts are far 
more populous than this and the tural districts 
are smaller. An unfair balance can be continued 
because the Constitution permits a 25 per cent 
deviation from the average. 

St. ‘Louis county must be given one more 
Senate seat and could be given two. But it 
also would be possible for the Redistricting 
Commission to reduce the St. Louis City seats 
from seven to six, and in fact the Commission 
has discussed doing just that. Such a move, 
however unwarranted, would allow the rural 
Senators to maintain their present margin of 
Senate control. 

In short, though some senatorial redistricting 
is compulsory, it could be devised in such a 
way that the respective interests of city and 
country are not changed in the slightest. And 
the Redistricting. Commission named by Gov, 
Smith has no member from the metropolitan 
areas. Who will speak for them if their own 
officials and legislators do not go down to 
Jefferson City on April 16?

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IN GOVERNMENT 


Fulbright Praised for 
Fight for Honesty Aft- 
er Disclosures in RFC 
Inquiry. 


WASHINGTON, April 3 (AP)— 
Citizens across the United States 
are pouring telegrams and letters 
into Washington, demanding a 
clean-up in government. 

A large number is piling up in 
the office of Senator J. William 
Fulbright, Arkansas Democrat 
who directed the sensational Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
inquiry. Fulbright is demanding 
a code of ethics be drawn up as 
a measure of the integrity of pub- 
lic officials. 

Fulbright told the Senate last 
week the RFC inquiry disclosed 
a moral problem in which officials 
abide by the letter of the law— 
but violate its spirit without any 
feeling of wrong-doing. 

The time has come, he says, for 
a new look at what is right and 
what is wrong. 

Many Americans feel the same 
way. Every mail brings a fresh 
batch of letters, cheering Ful- 
bright for his fight for honesty 
in government and echoing his 
fear that political corruption is 
eating away the moral strength 
of the government. 

Letters Quoted. 
They go like this: 
From Weatherford, Tex.—‘“‘What 


has happened to us, Bill? Are we 
as a people so hungry for money 
or personal power that we have 
forgotten every principle of de- 
cency our dads taught us? I don’t 
believe it. Surely there are enough 
good men left to start a clean-up.” 

From New York City—“It is 
high time that we gave serious 
thought to our standards of right 
and decency which are far too 
low. Not only in politics but in 
every corner of American life.” 

From West Nyack, N.Y. — 
“Shrewdness and cleverness seem 
to have been reauily accepted as 
an adequate and desirable substi- 
tute for the once respected virtues 
of intellectual and moral integ- 
rity.” 

From Abilene, Tex.—‘Indigna- 
tion is widespread and growing 
rapidly, and unless Congress or- 
ders a house-cleaning, the voters 
will at the first opportunity.” 

Similar messages come from 
other states across the nation. 

Looking at these letters, there 
is no doubt Fulbright touched on 
a subject that is worrying many 
persons when he asked for a com- 
mission “to consider the problem 
of ethical standards of conduct in 
public affairs.” 

Test on Shake-Up Move. 

Meanwhile a White House move 
to shake up the RFC headed 
toward a major Senate test. 

The Senate Expenditures Com- 
mittee held final hearings today 
on a proposal by President Tru- 
man to abolish the jobs of the 
RFC board of directors and put 
the agency under a single admin- 
istrator. 

Senators intent on putting the 
RFC out of business planned a 
last ditch fight to block the move. 
The reorganizaion plan, which 
survived similar attacks in the 
House last month, will become ef- 
fective April 20 unless the Senate 
vetoes it. 

At today’s hearing Fulbright 
went to bat for the RFC by in- 
dorsing Truman’s proposal. 

‘Fulbright argued that the plan 
contains safeguards against pos- 
sible abuse of power by a one- 
man administrator, and that Con- 
gress can enact more safeguards 
if it chooses. 

He contended that even if Con- 
gress decides to stop RFC from 
making new loans, it still needs 
an organization to supervise out- 
standing loans and that the RFC 
has the staff and skills to do this. 

Murray Drops Request. 

Meanwhile Senator Murray 
(Dem.), Montana, withdrew a re- 
quest for a public hearing by the 
Banking subcommittee which in- 
vestigated RFC. It heard testi- 
mony that his son, James Murray, 
received a $21,000 lawyer's fee 
in connection with an RFC loan 
which the Senator had urged the 
lending agency to grant. He said 
the only additional information 
he could give “would be in the 
way of analysis of the facts.” 

Murray, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Labor and Public Welfare 
Committee, also announced cre- 
ation of a subcommittee to hold 
hearings on Fulbright’s proposal 
for a study of the ethics of Con- 
gress and goverhment generally. 

Murray named Senator Douglas 
(Dem.), Illinois, as chairman of 
the ethics subcommittee. Doug- 
las said he would start hearings 
soon. Others on the subcommit- 
tee are Senators Neely (Dem.), 
West Virginia, Humphrey (Dem.), 
Minnesota; Morse (Rep.), Oregon, 
and H. Alexander Smith (Rep.), 
New Jersey.
